Kearly everybody lias lic:ird of and 


wondered at tbc mango growing trick 
of tbc Hindoo, by which he maUes a 
seed sprout before tbc astonished eyes 
of the European and reach maturity in 
a very short time.

Preparation is made for this extraor- 


dinary Zuni performance by spreading 
a large square of clean, yellowish sand 
on the ground before the southern aper- 
lure of the medicine lodge. This sand 
is carefully smoothed and packed so 
ns to present a firm, level surface. 


Around tbe edges of the sand square 


fire then drawn,''by meAus of a ceremo- 
nial arrow, figures representing tbe 
Great Spirit, tbe earth, tbo sun, tbe 
sky and tbe rain. There arc also tbe 
nymbols for corn.aud for a bountiful 
harvest. 


The indentations made by the arrow 


arc then filled fn rutb pigments, the 
clouds and sky' "with blue, the «irtb 
with black ^nd the harvest with 
chrome yellow*,~ The center of the- 
square is left' vacant. When complet- 
ed, this sand painting is a fine speci- 
men of barbaric art and is far from 
displeasing to a civilized eve. 


When the hour arrives, tbe officiating 


medicine man takes liiS seat in tbe 
opening of the lodge facing tbe sand 
square. On Ms-right-and lelt, extend- 
ing cut around the square, the chiefs 
and warriors range themselves accord- 
ing to rank. VTIienal! are in position.tb« 
medicine man fills. ,tbe ceiemonial pipe 
with tobacco, lifihjfs it and blows oue 
puff of smofce^to Jhe east, one to the 
west, oue to the north, oue to tbe south 
and two to tbe heavens. He then ad 
dresses those assembled, recouutin;? the 
religious history of the tribe, its wan- 
derings and famine and the benevo- 
lence of tbe Greatt Spirit in tbe past. 
He closes vritb-n-ptayer for the contin- 
uance of fatherly care. 


Then he takes a. grain o£ corn from 


(be medicine bag at his .waist, thrusts 
the sacred arrow injo tbe center of the 
sand square, withdraws it. drops tbe 
grain into the opening and carefully 
smooths down the sand. Resuming bjs 
scat, all tbe assembled chiefs light their 
pipes aud smoke in silence. 


If tbe Great Spirit condescends to an- 


swer tbs prayer of'^tlie medicine mau. 
as generally happens.'tbe grain of corn 
will sprout and send/ortb a shoot. 


After an intenal of fifteen or twenty 


minutes the sand seems disturbed at 
the spot where tbe corn vras buried. 
Soon slender light- green blades of 
sprcntii;g.coin ap^pear above tlic sur- 
face. The plant rises naturally and 
rapidly during the day."

Wa'shington. Feb. S.—The house 


passed thje executive, legislative and 
judicial appropriation bill, the second 
of the regular supply bills. As passed 
it carries $25,171.969, which is $508.- 
721 in excess of the current law. Only 
two amendments of importance were 
adopted. One provides for a commis- 
sion to redi strict the legislative dis- 
tricts of Oklahoma and the other au- 
thorizes the president, in his discre- 
tion, to cover into the civil service 
the temporary clerical force- employed 
on account of the war with Spain.
